FOREIGN ARRIVAL, 


From the New York Sun of December 20th. 
Pacific Intelligence from England, 
Fifteen Days Later. 


The steamer Acadia arrived at Boston yes- 
terday morning, fourteen and a half days from 
Liverpool, via Tialifax. : 

We are indebted to Messrs, Harnden & Co., 
for the delivery of papers at an early hour last 
night, in advance of the mail. 

The latest dates are as follows: —From Liver- 
pool to the 4th instant, London 3d, Dublin 2d, 
Paris 2d, Havre 2d, Canton Sept. Ist. 

Our advices from England are much more 
pacific than we expected. A war fever on the 
Oregon question followed the receipt of the ar- 
ticles in the Washington Union, claiming the 
territory to 54 deg. 40 min. The fever was 
soon allayed by the publication, by the British 
Government, of President Polk’s offer of the 
49th parallel, and the English newspapers have 
come to the conclusion that our pacific rela- 
tions will not be interrupted. 

This opinion is strengthened by the state of 
the markets. Cotton has reeeded. A strong 
conviction in the public mind that the ports 
must be opened for grain and food, has tended 
to depress the corn market. 

The French press is anxious for a war be- 
tween America and England, and some of the 
Paris papers have published irritating articles 
on the Oregon dispute,

Wilmer and Smith’s Times says—“Pcople 
here care little in what way the Oregon dispute 
may be patched up; the value of the territory 
is hardly rated beyond a pin’s fee, and right 
glad would the thinking, intelligent portion of 
the country be, if the 49th parallel of latitude 
would hit the views and the taste of the Amer- 
ican Government and people. The annoy- 
ance, the irritation, arises out of what is con- 
ceived to be the ‘bullying spirit’ with which 
the United States’ claim is advanced, which 
naturally wounds our national pride.” 

The same Times then amnounces President 
Polk’s ultimatum, which has been published in 
England, and says:—The nation, if noses had 
been counted, would have accepted this offer 
by an overwhelming majority, but then the in- 
terests of the people, and the interests of a 
powerful incorporated company diverge, and 
the Government, like a harsh stepmother, pets 
the favorite and plunders the family.” 

A compromise on the Oregon question—giv- 
ing, on the part of England, a large slice of ter- 
ritory in exchange for a liberal American tariff 
—has been put forth by some of the New York 
papers, and cordially responded to by séveral 
of the most influential organs of opinion in 
this country. Sucha miode of settling the dis- 
pute would be worthy of two of the most pow- 
erful nations in existence. 

The threatened famine continues to occupy 
men’s minds. The subject is constantly kept 
before the public by the discussions in the press, 
and by public meetings. 

Nothing, during the last fortnight, has alter- 
ed the previous aspect of affairs. 

The potato disease continues to progress in 
some quarters, and to be arrested in others.— 
The accounts from Ireland vary, but the most 
favorable regard a fourth of the people’s food 
as being destroyed, 

In the behef that something will yet be done 
by ministers, the food markets are ina state of 
transition. What the “something” may be is 
a mystery; uncertainty hangs over the future. 
Sir Robert Peel has not made the most of his 
position. Rumors are still abundant that he 
has been overruled in his desire to mitigate 
the severity of the evil by throwing open the 
ports, and the more disinterested of his sup- 
porters are cven now urging upon him the ad- 
mission of maize, duty free, as an article’ of 
food. 

The American Provision Market partakes, to 
some extent, of the reaction which has been re- 
cently witnessed. ‘There has been a tolerably 
liberal supply of Becf and Cheese. 

The English corn markets are firm, without 
much excitement; the advance, during the last 
month, being Is. to 2s. per quarter. Every one 
anticipates dearth and dearness~ before eneother 
harvest; but, as much uncertainty exists with 
respect to the action of Parliament, prices are 
kept within their limits. 

France.--'The Toulonnais makes the number 
of the troops sent into Africa, since the events 
at the end of September, amount to 20,000. 
Eleven Jesuit priests embarked last week 
from Havre in a vessel bound for New Grenada. 
One leading organ of opinion in the French 
metropolis, the conductors of which must have 
been amusing themselves at the expense of the 
national vanity, contend that France has a 
greater right tothe Oregon than either England 
or the United States! Perhaps, after ail, the 
interference might facilitate the settlement of 
the dispute. 

Geroany.—N. P. Willis, an attache to the 
U. States Embassy, left some days back with 
despatches for the Washington Government. 
There is not much news stirring in Germa- 
ny. the religious excitement continues, and in 
Switzerland, it is believed, there will again be 
fighting this winter. Food is scarce and high, 
and all this leads to make the people emigtate 
to the United States, where they are permitted 
to choose their own road to Heaven,and have 
plenty to eat. 

Spain.— The revolt at Valencia has been sup- 
pressed, and as usual in such cases, some per- 
sons implicated in it have been shot. 

Iraty.—The Augsburg Gazette states that 
the cabinets of Vienna, Rome and Naples, have 
addressed to the English government fresh re- 
inonstrances against the facilities afforded to 
political refugees at Malta. 

Swirzertanv.—A letter from Lucerne says 
that Dr. Pfyffer has been set at liberty, and the 
seals have been taken off his papers. 

Russia.—A letter from Moscow, of Novem- 
ber 4, states that an order of the Emperor has 
been published, interdicting, under severe pen- 
alties, the employment of children of and un- 
der twelve years of age in factories where work 
is done from twelve o'clock at night to six in 
the morning, such labor being, says the order, 
beyond their strength. 

The latest news from Caucasus was, that an 
autumn campaign had been resolved upon. The 
Russian Generals had tried hard to destroy the 
forests by fire, but had failed. 

A Good Appetite-—Traveling in the wilder- 
ness and encountering all manner of priva- 
tions, gives a person a very keen appetite with- 
out being*particularly nice or dainty about the 
food.

Accord- 
ingly the captain went in state to the wigwam 
where the women and children were asssmbled, 
and took his seat upon the Buffalo robes. The 
dog was in a large pot over the fire, in the mid- 
dle of the lodge, and immediately on_ their 
arrival it was dished up in large wooden bowls, 
one-of which was handed to cach person. The

Alexander Breese, 
the wounded man, had a personal altercation 
with Mr. Woodlief in the latter’s store in 
Charles street yesterday noon, and made an as- 
sault on him with the batt end of a pistol, 
which lacerated his ear. ‘The parties were

Come girls, said aunt Clara, as you have 
stayed at home this evening to keep me com- 
pany, I will tell you a story. On hearing this 
annunciation books and mus.e¢ were hastily put 
aside, and sister Alice and myself assumed the 
attitude of listeners. Aunt smiled at our eager- 
ness, and laying aside her beautiful embroidery, 
commenced by saying, it was six years ago that 
I left my home inan Eastern State to visit my 
grandmother who lived in a small village in 
Ohio, It was early in autumn when I left 
home. Having plenty of time, I visited all the 
places of interest which 1 could take in my 
way, and with pleasant company and an eye to 
see, and a heart to enjoy the beautiful and cu- 
| rious, the journey was u delightful one; | tarri- 
ed so long by the way, that ere I reached my 
destination, the forests had received their first 
sprinkling of crimson and gold. But I must 
tell youabout my grandmother. She had num- 
bered sixty summers, yet no one thought her 
old. Her form was erect, and kindness and in- 
telligence sat upon her pale face, and sparkled 
inher yet bright black eyes; she belonged to the 
Society of Friends, and that simple elegance 
which was alike a part of her nature and reli- 
gion, pervaded every thing under her control. 
Her house was only remarkable for making 
every body in it and about it, comfortable.— 
But its position was one of the finest I have 
seen in this garden-like State. Standing on 
high ground, each door and window eommand- 
ed a different landscape view, and for miles 
around the country with its natural scenery, 
its carriage roads, and wild wood land paths 
was all that a lover of nature could desire.— 
There were rugged hills, silvery cascades and 
singing rills winding through vallies of the 
softest green, and majestic forests attired in the 
gorgeous drapery of autumn. We had a great 
variety of rural amusements, and so entigely 
did I imbibe theirspirit, and abandon myself 
to thejr pursuit, as scarcely to keep note of 
time. ¢One afternoon I joined a party of eques- 
trians on a visit to a small Lake situated in a 
deep wood. ‘It was my-slast ride that season, 
mellow autumn was fast giving place to its 
stern successor; a few cold nights had produced 
a sad change in the forests. Some of the trees 
were quite dismaittied, and where’ tie foliage 
had been the most dense and beautiful, the 
sun lodked through the naked branches smiling 
a farewell to the bright leaves which covered 
the ground. ‘The provident grey squirrel frisk- 
ed about the entrance to his well filled store 
house. The tiny cricket piped its shrill note 
in farewell to soiter sounds—the babbling brook 
choaked with the falling leaves lent its hoarse 
voice to swell the chorus of summer’s requium. 
We started for home earlier than usual.— 
But when we reached the open country, the 
darkened West admonished us of an autumnal 
storm. We reached home in safety, but ere 
night set in, the wind rose in fitful gusts laden 
with heavy drops of rain, which soon increased 
to a steady, drenching, freezing storm. 
After tea grandmother complained of indis- 
position and retired. The servants retired ear- 
ly, leaving me reading in the parlor. As the 
old fashioned clock struck ten, I laid down the 
book which had beguiled the evening, and re- 
collected for the first time that I was alone, 
being the only one awake in the house. The 
storm was still raging without. ‘The moaning 
of the wind, and rattling of the frozen rain 
against the closed shutters, were terrific.— 
I felt glad the evoning was spent. But  in- 
stead of going immediately to my room, I 
drew close to the waning fire, and listened un- 
til I was almost afraid to stir. At length a 
noiscstartled me; could it be a rap at the street 
door. Impossible, thought J, at this hour and 
in such a storms and then if any ove was there, 
they would surcly ring, and the boy Solomon 
sleeps over the kitchen, and would answer.— 
The rap came again, and with an emphasis not 
to be mistaken. ‘Ihe thought ofa fellow crea- 
ture standing out in the storm made measham- 
ed of my timidity. I hastily unlocked and 
opened the door, when to my surprise @ female 
form presented itself. I wasalarmed, thinking 
some sad accident had happened in the neigh- 
borhood, and that the person before me was the 
bearer of theevil tidings. My untimely visiter 
soon righted me on that point by the inquiry, 
Does Mrs. Campbell live here? As I answered 
in the affirmative, the stranger stepped in and 
assissted me to close the door against the wind. 
This done, we bestowed upon each other one 
scrutinizing glance, which served to convince 
her that I was not Mrs. Campbell; and me, that 
she was some desperate character, for who else, 
thought I, would be abroad under such cireum- 
stances? She was about the medium size— 
clad in a calico dress, and large straw bonnet, 
which with her position to the light, entirely 
concealed her face from my view. She asked 
tosee Mrs. Campbell. I declined, pleadIng her 
indisposition. 1 asked if she knew Mrs. C. I 
never saw her, said she, but wuld be very glad 
to speak with her onegmoment. I replied that 
if was impossible. Finding 1 would not yield 
the point, she handed me a damp crumpled slip 
of paper, saying, “Please give her that.” Theld 
it in the light of the hall lamp and read, “Be 
not forgetful to entertain strangers.” How 
queer—the woman must be deranged, thought 
1, My feelings towards her instantly changed 
from horror to pity. 1 took the note immedi- 
ately to grandmother, and told her about my 
guest below. While she read the note I watch- 
ed her face attentively. She scemed to learn 
more from it than I had done, Laying it down, 
she said with some emotion, *Now, my child, 
thee has an opportunity of doing good. The 
people are in bed—go yourself to the kitchen— 
stir up the fire—give her something warm to 
eat—dry apparel, and a warm bed.” 

On descending to the hall I found my poor 
guest weeping bitterly. I took her to the 
kitchen, which was still warm, and was soon 
made cheerful by a bright fire. Kitty (that 
was the stranger’s name) removed her bonnet, 
and J discovered that she was a fine looking 
girl, 17 or 18 years of age. I did all that even 
grandmother could wish to make her comfor- 
table. 

On coming down stairs the next morning, I 
went into the enclosure in front of the house, 
to see how the shrubbery looked after such a 
buffeting from the elements. Every thing was 
prostrate. AsI was trying to help up a pet 
honeysuckle which had been torn down, a horse- 
man galloped up to the gate, and rather gruffly 
called out to me, “Did a colored girl stop here 
last night?” “No sir,” saidI. He gazed in my 
face until he was satisfied that I told the truth, 
then rode on. Vexed at his impudence, I turn- 
ed and went into the house. Grandmother 
met me at the door, with alarm depicted upon 
every feature of her usually placid face. “Dear 
Clara, said she, the person enquired for is the 
one who came here last night. She is a fugi- 
tive slave. Well, said I, if I have deceived 
the man, my ignoranée must exculpate me, as 
[never heard of a colored white person before. 
True, said grandmother, no one ignorant of 
the fact that a few drops of the blood of the 
despised, proseribed African coursed through 
her veins, would ever suspect it from her coim- 
plexion, But what if she were black? Isa 
«kin of that colora talisman to ward off, or 
neutralize, the sorrows of oppression? But if 
color make no difference in the capacity for 
suffering, it should make none in our sympa- 
thies. ‘That benevolence which is too narrow 
toembrace the whole human family, i+ -at an- 
other name for selfishness. But come, ©4’s go 
up to Kitty’s room: she must have | heard the 
enquiry which was made for her.” As we 
opened the door, the poor girl stood in the cen- 
ter of the room, pale, and trembling like an 
aspen, before we could tell her that the man 
enquiring for her had gone, she uttered a 
wild cry, and throwing herself at our feet, beg- 
red—prayed for protection.

Kitty was the property of a man in Missis- 
sippi. While traveling with her masters 
family through Kentucky she had taken a fa- 
vorable opportunity to escape. She had reached 
the town of L-—, seven miles from my grand- 
mother’s residence, in safety, and expected to 
rest there through the night, when she learned 
that her Southern friends were in close pur- 
suit. As she prepared to continue her flight, a 
friend, knowing my grandmother to be both 
fearless and kind, directed the fugitive thither, 
and gave her the note which so excited my cu- 
riosity. She walked the seven miles in an 
autumnal storm, and over a road which she had 
never before traveled. In speaking of this 
dark journe she said—“'The storm was very 
severe; but I was glad of it. I knew it would 
stay my pursuers. ‘They could not brave ~—_ 
astorm. When. it thundered, and lightene 
the hardest, I felt so safe I took time to rest 
myself by the way-side.”

Senate, Friday, Dee, 26th-—A petition was 
prdsented by Mr. Ewing, from Wm.

Special Messenger from Mexico, 
Wasninoton, Monday, Dee. 22, 1845. 

On Saturday evening last, a specia] messen- 
ger, with, it is said, important despatches to 
the Department of State, reached here from 
Mexico. He reports that Mr. Slidell reached 
Vera Cruz on the 29th November, and took his 
departure thence for Mexico on the first of De- 
cember, under a military escort, the country 
being now in a more deplorable condition than 
ever known before, as it is every where infest- 
fed with marauding bandits plundering wherev- 
er and whenever the opportunity offers. 
he news of the movements of Gen. Paredes 
against the government of Mexico, was receiy- 
ed at Vera Cruz before he left; and, also, by €X- 
press from merchants at the city of Mexico, 
that the government had seized a quantity of 
mules Jaden with merchandise, &e., on their 
way to Vera Cruz. ‘The object is presunied to 
be to bring the mules into the service of the 
government. 


Opinions Abroad.-—M. Gaillardet, the Editor 
of the French Courier, published his opinion on 
our foreign relations immediately on his arri- 
val in the Steamer Acadia. ‘That opinion was 
unfavorable to the UnitedStates. ‘The French, 
and the people of the continent generally, be- 
lieved that our claims to Orogon were arrogant, 
and they could not sympathize with us in case 
of a war with Mngland on that question. Since 
hiv arrival, and since perusing the President’s 
Message and the diplomatic correspondence, 
Mr. G. has reviewed is former position, He 
awards a decisive victory to the American ne- 
gotiator on the Oregon question, and thinks 
the ecrrespondence will greatly enlighgen the 
French people, who have heen deceived by a cer- 
tain M. de Mofras, who visited Oregon a year 
anda half ayo, and on his return to Paris issyed 
a publication falsifying the American title.

About ten years ago, a lunatic of Monticello 
in this State was sent by his family to the lu- 
natie asylum at Lexington. On his arrival at 
that institution or shortly afterwards, he ap- 
peared so ealm and rational that the syperin- 
tendent or managers sent himhome. Athome, 
he became violent, and his family determined 
to dispose of him so that he should trouble 
them no longer. Accordlogly they built, near 
their own residence, a very small and strong 
block-house and, around that, another, thus 
making a double block-hoyse. They left a nar- 
row opening, through which they thrasi the 
lunatic, and, when he was in, they build up the 
opening, leaving a little orifice just large 
enoygh to admit of his food being extended to 
him. And ia that horrid prison, for ten long 
years of heat and cold, the wretched lunatic has 
been kept by his own family, with po bed- 
elothes, no fire, and no hope of cseape exeepp 
through the gate of death.

From the Philadelphia Inquire

He presented himself to the porter, whom he 
knew to be hard upon men of letters, bowing 
with much politeness:

It has 
been read in several literary circles, and every- 
body has told ine that I ought to expect a large 
reward. Have the goodness to tell me wheth- 
er my lord is visible. It has been a long time 
that your frank character has been boasted of 
to me: I desire to do something to unite me in 
friendship with you. I beg you to accept a 
third of the reward my lord will not fail to 
give me.” 

The porter, who had an insolent air at the 
first part of the discourse of our author, soften- 
ed sensibly, for smiling, he agreeably said: “Sir, 
it is with pleasure that I accept your friend- 
ship, and all that you desire to offer.
